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REMARKS 

In the Office Action, the Examiner noted that claims 1 31 are pending in the 
application and that claims 1-31 are rejected. By this response, claims 1-31 continue 
without amendment. In view of the following discussion, Applicants submit that none of 
the claims now pending in the application are unpatentable under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting. Thus, Applicants believe that all of 
these claims are now in condition for allowance. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS FOR NON-STATUTORY DO UBLE PATENTING 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-31 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 16-29 of United 
States patent 6,651,000, issued November 18, 2003. Applicants have filed herewith a 
terminal disclaimer under 37 CFR 1.321(c). Therefore, Applicants respectfully request 
that the non-statutory double-patenting rejection be withdrawn. 

CONCLUSION 

Thus, AppjjQgints submit that none of th© clsims prossntly in th6 application are 
unpatentable under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting. 
Consequently, Applicants believe that all these claims are presently in condition for 
allowance.
